VIDUAL- THE HISTORIC SIGNIFICANCE OF THE AMERICAN REVOLU- 
TION SPREADS FAR BEYOND THE SHORES OF THE UNITED STATES. 

ON OUR PART THE GOVERNMENT AND THE PEOPLE OF BANGLADESH 
CONTINUE TO LOOK FORWARD TO FRUITFUL COOPERATION, FRIEND- 
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INNOVATIVE SPIRIT, INDUSTRY AND DEMOCRATIC INSTINCT HAVE 
CONTRIBUTED SIGNIFICANTLY TO ADVANCE THE CAUSE OF HUMAN 
PROGRESS AND HUMAN WELFARE. WE RECOGNISE WITH GRATITUDE THE 

VALUABLE CONTRIBUTION THAT THE UNITED STATES HAS MADE TO 
THE RECONSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT OF OUR ECONOMY AND TO 
THE MITIGATION OF THE RAVAGES OF WAR AND NATURAL CALAMITY.
